prosperity. In that section of Michigan lying 
between its two great railroads, sheep husband- 
ty is now carried on extensively. The result 
is even more flattering than m Wisconsin. 
Now, what is there to prevent a similar result 
in a much larger portion of [ifinois ? 
And why should not more attention be paid 
te dairying? Those who raise eattle merely for 
beef, seldom pay much heed to good farming, 
In summer they turn theit animals oat to pas- 
ture; in autumn, winter, aed spring, they let 
them run among. the “stacks.” When fat 
tening time comes, it is the inevitable corn on 
the stalks and fed on the ground. Dairy cattle 
must be treated differently. They require roots, 
turnips, and carrots, sprinkled liberally with 
salt and meal. Just the same with sheep. 

necessitates a more diversified husbandry. Roo 
culture enriches land. When animals are hand, 
fed, their manure is collected and saved ; the 
land is still more enriched. Fewer acres being 


put in wheat and corn, the ground can be bet- 
ter prepared, the seed better selected, the crops 


better tended, and the grain more carefully bar- 
vested. Will not this, together with « richer 
soil; Vnstly increase the yield, per sore? And 
thus it is that a mixed system of husbandry in- 


ereases the profit of every crop. is it not far 
more profitable to raise six or seven hundred 
bushels of wheat on twenty acres, than to raise 
ope thousand bushels on sixty acres? Non per- 
form little more than one-third the 


Isher; you save ‘sixty busbels of seed; 


you save equal to the board, house-room and 


wages, of one man for a whole year; you save 
half the expense of harvesting; you have 
cleaner, plumper wheat, and you get a better 
price for it. And then you save forty acres of 
land. The good results of this system would 
not end here. Farmers would read more, think 
more, erect better buildings, take better care of 
their stock, have more home comforts, be more 
generally out of debt; there would be better 
roads, better schools, better times; and there 
would be fewer law suits, and fewer Locofocos. 
Many yearsago, we knew two farmers in 
Ohio, neighbors, ene of whom had thirty acres 
of rather poor land, a sickly wife, two little 
girls, and a small boy; the other had two hun- 
dred acres of much better land, a robust wife, 
two full grown daughters, and five sons avera-
